Amendments to the Claims 

Please add the following claims: 

25. A method of decorating and using a fabric cover generally corresponding to a table 
top of selected shape but smaller such that on the table top it will expose parts of the table 
top, or any covering thereon, beyond the peripheral edges of the fabric cover except for loop 
extensions periodically extending from the periphery of the fabric cover to the edge of the 
table top, which loop extensions are narrow relative to lateral spacing between the extensions 
and provide loops for supporting ties spaced from the fabric cover, near the edge of the table 
top, and at least one decorative tie, comprising the steps of: 

feeding the tie through the loops and placing the fabric cover on the table top in 
position for the loop extensions to extend at least to the edge of the table, and arranging the 
tie near the edge of the table top so that at least between the loop extensions the tie will drape 
down from the edge, 

connecting adjacent ends of the ties to one another in such a way that the completed 
tie remains loose and slack and able to be viewed between adjacent loop extensions, and, 

arranging the ties between loops when displayed on the table to be drooping, and 
easily visible throughout their length between the loops when displayed on the table. 

26. The decorating method of claim 25 in which the means of connecting adjacent ends of 
the ties together is tjdng them into bows. 

27. The method of claim 26 in which the tie is made of multiple segments in series such 
that the multiple connections of adjacent ends are made by tying the adjacent ends together. 

28. The decorating method of claim 25 in which the means of connecting the adjacent 
ends of the tie together is a separate decorative connector means. 

29. The method of claim 28 in which the tie is made of multiple segments in series such 
that each of the multiple connections of adjacent ends is made by separate connectors. 
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30. A kit for decorating a table comprising: 

a fabric cover generally corresponding to a table top of selected shape but smaller 
such that on the table top it will expose parts of the table top, or any covering thereon, beyond 
the peripheral edges of the fabric cover except for loop extensions periodically extending 
from the periphery of the fabric cover to the edge of the table top, which loop extensions are 
narrow relative to lateral spacing between the extensions, and provide loops for supporting 
ties spaced from the fabric cover, near the edge of the table top, and at least one decorative tie 
to be fed through the loop of the extensions and cumulatively long enough to be loosely 
supported by the loops. 
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
